He was fine both by cultivation and 
de?cent, and moved in a circle of sch olars 
and of influential rank.

He th ough t it belonged to h im to 
givo care and time to public interests; no 
cordincly h e took office and served in va n 
ous functions, till finally h e was made presi­ 
dent of th e court of correctional police in 
Paris.

current of h is life. 
Ha foun t th e little 
creatures already much worse th an wh en lie 
sen ten off th em, sh owing every sign of being 
daily more h ardened m cwil feelings and 
manners, and evidently undergoing a sch ool­ 
ing in cr;me. Th is led th e good man to look 
Into prison life, and th e rem it was th at no 
longer could 
h o 
sentenco 
th e ch ildren 
brough t before h im to w h at was inevitable 
corruption of mind and body, and h is sen­ 
tences became such 
evident evasions, so 
sh ort and meaningless, th at complaint arose 
against h im, and h o was removed from tiie

still h e could not forget, and h ere again h e 
showed h is superiority to tbe selfishness of 
line culture.

The French law of that tiffce, fifty y ears 
ago, permitted children under six teen, if in 
the opinion of the judge they had com­ 
mitted offense without discretion, to be sent 
either to a reformatory or remanded to thoir 
parents.

gard to th e inst cue, it became h is motto 
th ereafter t o ‘ improve th e earth by man 
and man by th e earth .’’

and h is h eart quite on fire with th ese ideas, 
h e returned to Fruuce, resigned all h is of­ 
ficial duties, and th en h ied to h is friend.

At th is point th ere enters into th e story 
anoth er name, as good, as noble, and per­ 
h aps as much beloved by th e colonist« at 
Met tray as th at of De Metz h im- If, tbe 
name of th e Vieomte de CourteUIon,

Metz and De Courteilles h ad been fi iends at 
college and h ad continued th eir friendsh ip 
afterward, being drawn togeth er oven at 
th at early age by like tastes and feelings 
regarding social questions. 
De Courteilles 
entered th e army, and th e friends corre­ 
sponded, th e magistrate and th e oil: er, on 
questions of penal reformation.

Metz was on h is travels h e dedicated to h i- 
friend various reports and broch ures, v. uich 
h e publish ed, of bis discover.*- and exwri-, 


ences, ana Couriel.les, on hi» part, sent to , 
his friend I his work on “ Prisoners and 
Prisons. ” 
To thi* friend now De Metz ap­ 
plied, full of enthusiasm, but De Courteilles 
hesitated. 
He reminded I)e Metz of the 111- 
success which had attended similar ex peri­ 
ments in Belgium and Holland. Ex perience, 
he said, had not prov ed the wisdom of the 
models which had inspired his friend with 
confidence, 
But De Metz, glowing with 
a well 
founded enthusiasm, for he had observ ed 
closely and thought deeply , not wildly , con­ 
v inced his friend that certain details of bad 
management, especially the poor ami un­ 
productiv e soil, bad been the cause of the 
failure of the foreign institutiona 
Ho de­ 
clared 
it 
fundamental that 
a 
useful 
school of reform should bo placed on rich 
and fertile ground. 
Finally De Courteilles 
was conv inced, and then joined his friend 
with an ardor, equal to De Metz's own. 
Both these rr.en, fortunate, cultiv ated, pros­ 
perous, surrounded with av ery thing that ed­ 
ucation, h’gb circlet of friends and social 
priv ileges could giv e, retired from the 
world 
together, 
dev oting 
their 
time, 
strength, minds, enthusiasm 4 to the now 
work.’ They selected a fine stretch of soij, 
purchased some acres, hired other» , and in 
1839 founded the agricultural colony of Mot- 
tray . 
Thirteen y ear* they worked together 
there until He Courteilles died, in Septem- 
Ber, Ih-YJ. 
After the loss of hi« friend, De 
Metz worked on alone for twenty -one y ears 
til Nov ember, 1*7 3, when he, too, died.

nev er relinquished his urdent work up to 
the last moment. 
When ov er 7 0 y ears of 
age he sup rintended his colony nnd made 
endless journey s mrer the country looking 
aftor the l*ov s that had been sent out from 
the institution, going to thoir re-cue when­ 
ev er he h( ard of one who lacked employ ­ 
ment or for any reason teemed in danger 
again an 1 needing encouragement, adv ice 
or h elp.--Chicago HaraliL
